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U. S. Chief Justice 
Sees Great Harm - 
In Materialism 


Washington—-Chief Justice Wil- 
liam Howard Taft attacked material- 
jem and indifference to religion in an 
address before the American Unitar- 
ian Association here recently. The 
Chief Justice presided over the meet- 
ing. 

The “crass materialism” which is 
crowing in our day will become ni 
“blight on society” if it prevails, he 
warned. He avoided theological ¢is- 
cossion, declaring that he was un 
fitted for it, because he lacked.« tech- 
nieal Vocabtilary, He was more in 
terested, he said, in opposing “that 
whieh makee against all schools of 
theology, namely, the growth of crass 


materialigm, and entire indifference 

to religion.” 
Continuing, the Chief Justice de 
tur 


nied that developments of science 
nish a basis of disbelief in God, de 
fended evolution, and urged that the 
open avowal of atheism by college 
students not be taken too serious!) 


Man and the Universe. 


which seems

“The great argument 
to influence many materialists 
said, “is the contrast between the uni- 
verse and its operation and the insig- 
nificance of man and his development 
and place in that_universe 

“But in yielding to such a contras' 
they ignore the fact that nothing 
really greater in the scope of the plan 
of an evolved universe than the 
growth of man from among the lowest 
formas of life to a being of intellect 
and soul, struggling to define his own 
relation to his Creator, aware of his 
obligation to his Creator and his fel- 
lowmen,. developing a moral law of 
altruism, and a progress in self-re- 
straint and duty to a power higher 
than himéelf, which makes for right- 
eousness.” 

Turning to the problem of religious 
indifference among college students, 
Chief Justice Taft said: 

“For those of us who are familiar 
with the cocksure conclusions of our 
young hopefuls in college communi- 
ties, the statistics are not as alarm- 
ing as they are to those who do not 
understand the nature and develop- 
ment of our academic youth. 

“Tl would not fail to express alarm 
and regret if I thought the report of 
the spread of atheism and religious 
indifference in collerwes were to be 
fully credited, or minimize the im- 
portafice of stimulating religious: in- 
terest and feeling among this class of 
young persons. 

“But I venture to believe that the 
conclusions of these young men and 
women as to what they now think 
should not be regarded as discourag- 
ing in view of what they are likely to 
think in the future after they have 
had a practical knowledge of life and
